Prayers Are Said 
Prayers for the men—one offi­ 
cer, six seamen and one M arine— 
w ets said over the

The men were part of the big 
carrier’s 3.500 man 
complement. 
They were returning from a fare­

Dublin, Eire, Fob. 17 (ZP)—John 
A. 
Costello 
was 
elected 
prime 
minister of Eire today a few m in­

The 65-year old de Valera, who 
was born

1932. 
He mustered only four votes 
outside his own party, the Fianna 
Fail (soldier of destiny), in his 
bid for return to power. He lost 
70 to 75. 
Costello, 56, a Dublin lawyer, 
was nominated for prime minis­ 
ter and was supported by five op­ 
position parties. 
The vote for Costello was 75 to 
68. 
Fianna Fail is six votes short of 
the necessary 74-seat Dail (par­ 
liament) majority, having lost its 
margin in the Feb. 4 general elec­ 
tions. De Valera had expected to 
recoup by getting a half dozen 
National Labor P arty and Inde­ 
pendent votes.

The White House economic surveys show 
several significant things. 
Most im portant to the housewife is that 
the somewhat hysterical reductions in re ­ 
tail prices are the result of grocers’ psy­ 
chology. Actually, cheaper raw commodi­ 
ties couldn’t possibly be passed dow n the 
line to bread and meat for several weeks. 
However, grocers have been scared into 
price reductions by headlines 
and 
the 
threat of competition. They are gambling 
on lower prices in their next 
wholesale 
shipment. Also the stocks of food on their 
shelves have increased—due to high prices 
and the fact that the housewife has simply 
cut down on her buying. 
Another 
significant 
factor is that the 
stock m arket has remained fairly 
stable 
compared with the commodity market. In 
other 
words, 
commodities 
were 
price- 
heavy and toppled. 
Presidential economic advisers have re­ 
ported to T rum an that there is little likeli­ 
hood that the break in commodity prices 
will spread generally to industrial prices. 
FARM INCOME TAXES 
One cause for the commodity break was 
the flood of wheat which farm ers sent to 
m arket after Janu ary I. 
They had been 
holding back (I) for higher prices and (2) 
for income-tax reductions. Since both Re­ 
publicans and Democrats have now come 
out in favor of tax reductions, farm ers felt 
it was safe to let their hoarded w heat go 
to market. A lot of them let loose at the 
same time, hence the deluge. 
Another reason for the grain-m arket de­ 
cline is the law, recently passed by the Re­ 
publican Congress, requiring the adm inis­ 
tration to hold 150,000,000 bushels of grain 
in this country as protection against fu ­ 
ture crop failure. With the prospects of a 
good crop, this 150,000,000 reserve bushels 
j is bound to have a depressing influence on 
| grain prices. 
In brief, T ru m an ’s advisers have inform - 
jtKi him that the commodity nose dive is 
I more likely to avert rather than cause a 
| depression. 
Commodity 
prices,

j resting on em pty clouds, have now come 
jback at least to the mountain peaks.
